SUGAR FOR CANNING 
While it is very important that con­ 
sumers should lay in their supply 
of 
sugar for canning needs so that none 
of the fruits may go to waste should a 
sugar shortage occur later, it is essen­ 
tial that no customer 
purchase more 
sugar than will be actually 
needed. 
Few home canners will require more 
than 50 to 75 pounds. 
Many housewives are at a loss 
in 
estim ating their needs. 
It is not the 
purpose af the Food 
Administration 
to limit the actual needs for canning, 
but in order to prevent over supply­ 
ing, all dealers are directed to sub­ 
mit all certificates calling for more 
than IOO pounds to the County Food 
Administration 
Committee 
for 
ap­ 
proval before making the sale. 
It has been suggested that the re­ 
tailer should not sell all of the sea­ 
son’s supply at one time. 
This sug­ 
gestion was made for the protection 
of the trade that the unusual demand 
might not cause a temporary short­ 
age. 
Sugar sales 
made on canning 
certificates may now be made as the 
retailer’s stock w arrants.
